award. In 1945 the honor went to 
Dr. Amry Vandenbosch. head of 
the Department of Political Sci- 
ence. 

The Arts and Sciences Lecture 
will be delivered by Dr. Kammerer 
on Tuesday night. April 2. in UK's 
Guignol Theater. Her subject will 
be "The American Setting for 
Child Welfare Adounistration." 

A native of St. Loulib Mo.. Dr. 



Kammerer holds the AB dcpree 
from Washington University, 
where she was the reei|dent of a 
four-year scholarship awarded to 
valedictorians of St. Louis high 
schools. 

Up>on completion of her under- 
graduate studies, she was awarded 
a graduate scholarship to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, where she 
received a master^ dl|rit In po- 
litical science. 

After a period of high school 
teaching. Dr. Kammerer was se- 
lected for a HUhnan Fellowship 
at the University of Chicago. Two 
years as an instructor in political 
science at wattHlay OoUtft fol- 
lowed. 

An American Association of Uni- 
versity Women pre-doctoral fel- 
lowship was granted to her in 
1945, and she received her PhD. 
degree in political science at the 
ITnlverslty of Chicago In 1946. 

In September of 1946, Dr Kam- 
merer joined the UK faculty as an 
assistant professor of political sci- 
ence, and pfosently she holds the
